$250.000,000 was inadequate to fi- 
nance relief for the remainder of 
this fiscal year. The vote was 53 
to 22. 


Prior to the vote Senator Byrnes 


(D-S. C.) asserted the works prog- 
ress administration officials 
had 


approved the original figure. Bone 
warned the senate, however, that 
"we will not be able to answer for 
the blunder we are making" if the 
appropriation proves too small. 


Another amendment before the 


senate was one by Senator Bailey 
(D-N. C.) to require cities to pay 
one-fourth of the cost of relief 
projects. 


Won't Cut Fnnd 


Under his proposal the president 


could waive that contribution if he 
found some communities could not 
advance it.

independent national defense fund 
reported to total 10,000,000,000 francs 
($329,000,000.)

through a special appropriation for 
long-term armaments building and 
would be managed by a committee 
headed by Edouard Daladier. min- 
ister of national defense and war. 


The plan now must be submitted 


to parliament. The

Premier Camillc Chautemps, with 


an eye on the danger in central 
Europe, began a "complete exami- 
nation" last week with his key min- 
isters to find ways of speeding up 
production of war materials and of 
increasing France's defense appro- 
priations.

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THE CASE FOR VIGILANTES 


Last Saturday, the accident toll for 


Outagamie county, with ?0 days of, 1938 
gone by, stood at 49. There had been 37 
persons injured in t^ese accidents and two 
persons killed. Statistically-minded peo- 
ple will note that there were five report- 
ed accidents every four days, and that 
one person has been injured—fatally or 
otherwise—almost every day. 
This hap- 


pened to be worse than the same period 


• of 1937 by 13 accidents and 18 injuries. 


In short, Outagamie county is steadily 


slipping behind in the matter of accident 
prevention despite the campaign for safe 
driving, despite additional police precau- 


tions and despite improved highways. 


Thoughtful 
citizens cannot help but 


be disturbed, and any citizen may well 
ask: "When is my turn coming?" 


The solution obviously lies somewhere 


in the field of rigid law enforcement be- 
cause, as the Post-Crescent pointed out 
recently, the city of Appleton has a much 


• better record than does the rest of the 


county and it is in Appleton where police 
surveillance can be most thoroughly main- 
tained. 


This brings up the possibility of "vig- 


• ilantes" who have been operating success- 


fully in some eastern states and who 
have done much to lower the death and 
injury rate due to automobile accidents. 


The name vigilante has a somewhat 


sinister sound until 
you learn how it 


works in this instance. A vigilante, in an 
accident-reducing campaign, has no au- 
thority, draws no salary, and can neither 
arrest nor criticize a careless driver. His 
sole duty is to observe and report. 


He must, of course, have a clean record 


• himself. He can be chosen in any num- 


ber of ways, although the rolls of insur- 
ance companies are generally accepted as 
the most impartial and accurate sources of 
vigilantes. From then on, he merely re- 
ports by license number such infractions 
of driving regulations that come to his at- 
tention. The clearing house, (the state or 
county) dispatches a letter to the erring 
driver, making a note of the fact in its 
files. These letters increase in severity of 
tone as unfavorable reports continue to 
come in about a driver. After four re- 
ports, local authorities are notified to 
check up on the offender. 


It may be said that the plan can be 


made to work unfairly in cases where a 
"vigilante" might report a driver several 
times through pure spite. This possibility 
has been eliminated however, through the 
practice of permitting a vigilante to file 
but one report on any one driver. Addi- 
tional reports arc thrown out. 


It may also be argued that the plan 


has certain un-American aspects of espion- 
age about it. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, it is the right of any citizen to 
report any law violation that come to his 
attention. Moreover, few vigilantes would 
know whom they were reporting. 


The psychological affect of the system 


is excellent. No driver can tell whether 
the motorist he passed at an intersec- 
tion or who saw him drive through an 
arterial sign noted the fact and dispatched 
his license number and a description of j 
his offense to headquarters. 
Realizing 


this, he is more than likely to behave him- 
self. 


As affairs stand today, it is not so 


much of a question as to whether the vig- 
ilante plan is pleasant. It is more of a 
question of how soon we shall be driven 
to it. 


WHAT WOULD WASHINGTON DO? 
Modern admirers of George Washing- 


ton sometimes try to guide their atti- 
tudes toward modern times and problems 
by what they believe Washington would 
think or do or say. They search 
his 


speeches for a word or phrase or policy 
which they try to fit exactly to the pattern 
of current events. It is not always a suc- 
cessful process. 


There are -plenty of things in Wash- 


ington's life and character which can be 
applied today with effectiveness. His in- 
tegritv, his unselfish and unstinted public 
service, his complete loyalty to his coun- 
try, arc traits which the United States 
nefids always in its humblest citizens and 
its leaders and public officials. 


No one can say just what Washing, 


ton would do about current situations in 
Asia, Europejjr this country. But we can 
all be sure that he would shirk no re- 
sponsibility, and thai he ..would put duty 
and service before personal prestige and 
power.

ask,—is going to pay for it? 


The authors of the bill did not dare 


include in it the sordid details of finan- 
cing its cost. 
But it is going to cost 


plenty. 


The old AAA at the peak of its glory 


was costing the country about 750 mil- 
lions a year. By the time the new act is 
well grounded the cost certainly should 
far exceed that figure. 
And when we 


consider the huge field force necessary 
to spy out on the farmers, if the law is 
to be enforced at all, we may expect that 
a billion can be spent without paying the 
bill. 


Where is the money coming from? 
It can not come from personal income 


taxes. 
They are practically all sopped 


up. It may be added to the corporate in- 
come taxes which constitute merely^ a 
masked Sales Tax. 
Adding another bil- 


lion in that direction, however, would be 
most unwise, because that section of the 
machinery has been loaded until it creaks. 


But there is the old Processing Tax

Dwight Plucker studies and works 
on his hobby. He uses spun glass 
on which to mount his butterflies 
because he found that while the 
beetles that cat up the flies thrive 
in cotton batten, they will not 
touch spun glass. By writing to 
Madison, he found too that carbon 
bi-sulphate would do away with 
the beetles that might be around 
and that if he sealed the glassed 
case which he puts over the spun 
glass with wax, he could keep the 
beetles out of the cases. 


Had 500, All Different 


Dwight has been interested in 


studying butterflies ever since he 
was a boy. During the years he 
was in high school, he had 500 dif- 
ferent kinds of the butterflies. He 
has only very few mounted butter- 
flies left because of the beetles but 
he plans to get many more this 
summer. Next -winter, Dwight hopes 
to go to South America with Art 
Klinker and while there, get some 
of the butterflies of that country. 
He has made a large case in which 
he plans- to carry instruments and 
fluids for his work. 


Dwight strives to get cocoons and 


chrysalises each spring and secure 
the butterflies as-they emerge be- 
cause catching them with a net is 
not always satisfactory. Butterflies 
wreck themselves 
flying 
around 


and are not as perfect when caught 
in a net as they are just after they 
emerge from the cocoon or chrysal- 
is. Only 1 of every 20 caught in a 
net are worth mounting. He uses an 
ether and chloroform solution to 
kill the butterflies and begins the 
mounting process before they have 
become stiffened and brittle. If the 
butterfly is "greasy" he uses a solu- 
tion of arsenic to dry them and pre- 
vent them from rotting. Sometimes 


finds it necessary to rebuild the 


body by using plaster and touching 
he rebuilt creature with water col- 
ors to make for a natural looking 
butterfly. 


Wisconsin Varieties

corporations heretofore have rarely 
ever reached a billion dollars in a 
single year. Now there has been 
virtually a 100 per cent increase in 
taxes from that source, and all of 
it within a single 12-month period 
without any opportunity for busi- 
ness and industry to work up grad- 
ually to this extraordinary levy. 


But even the collection of a bil- 


lion dollars a year from corpora- 
tions out of net income is differeni 
in its economic effect from a tax on 
everyone's payroll. America 
has 


had little experience with a tax on 
workers' pay envelopes, 
yet the

The Heart of an Ocean 


What a sight is the engine room 


of an ocean liner! Almost filled 
with furnaces, boilers, generators 
and turbines, it may be called "the 
heart" of the vessel. 


Part of power plant on modern 
liner. 
A man's 
heart 
pumps blood 


around his body. If it stops pump- 
ing, he will die. The engine room 
supplies power to make the ship 
go. If it stopped working, the ship 
would be left to the mercy of tides 
and currents. 


The engine room on this steam- 


er is a great space which contains 
stairways and metal gratings. The 
gratings form floors of a t,oit. and 
there are machines 
at 
different 


levels. We may, however, call it

This bteam diives the turbines. It 
srikes against the fan-like blades 
of the turbines, and makes them

The propellers end the story of 


how oil, or other fuel, can make 
a steamer move 
through 
water. 


Power goes fioin burning furnaces 
to steam boilers and turbines, then 
to year-wheels', shafts and propel- 
lers.

miles per hour.
